At the T. M. C. A. auditorium to¬ 
night Mark Levy will apeak on "The 
Significance of Hebrew Words." Much 
interest la being displayed in this ser¬ 
ies of lectures of the Bible, many of 
the audience remaining to a late hour 
to question the teacher, as was the 
custom in Old Testament times. Last 
night Rev. W. U Clay presided, and 
Mr. Levy spoke In part as follows on 
"Spiritual Lessons From the Jewish 
Passover": • 

The Lord made two covenants with 
the house of Israel, the first when He 
redeemed them from Egyptian bond¬ 
age under .Moses tOeu. vi:4-12); the 
second when He redeemed them from 
sin and Satan, under Christ (Jer. 
xxxl:31-34; Heb. tx:ll-ll). Under ths 
first covenant there was the promise of 
a land flowing with milk and honey;

eternal Inherit a nee in the heavenly* 
kingdom. To fully understand ths 
blessedness of our Christian worship 
we must seek light from the symbols 
of the Jewish Passover. 

The casting out of leaven from the 
homes of the Jews typifies the separa¬ 
tion from am on the part of the Christ¬ 
ian. The feast set in white symbol¬ 
izes' righteousness in Israel and the 
church. The parsley represents the 
hyssop, or common grass of Egypt, 
which was used to sprinkle the blood 
of the lamb, and is supposed to teach 
the lesson of humility.
